Periodic  inspections  of  the  boundary  were  made  with  normal 
maintenance  activities  consisting  of  repainting  line  trees, 
removal  of  encroaching  brush  and  replacement  of  fallen  or 
defaced  boundary  markers.     Four  new  entrance  signs  were 
placed  at  road  entrances.

Salt  licks  maintained  for  deer  were  resalted  in  the  spring. 
I.        MANAGEMENT 

Job  20.    Managed  Hunts 
1.  Squirrel  Hunt 

Through  the  use  of  a  season  permit,  issued  without  charge  to 
all  applicants  at  each  of  the  district  offices,  hunters  were 
permitted  to  still  hunt  for  squirrels  on  this  area  during  the 
period  October  1-31,   1966.     Supervision  was  limited  to  spot 
checks  by  district  personnel. 

The  poor  squirrel  season  generally  experienced  in  Central 
Louisiana  was  also  the  case  on  this  area.    Hunter  turnout  was 
poor  and  limited  bag  check  information  indicates  the  average 
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kill  per  hunting  effort  was  less  than  one  squirrel. 
2.    Deer  Hunts 

a.  Archery 

Through  the  use  of  a  season  permit,  issued  without  charge 
to  all  applicants  at  each  of  the  district  offices,  hunters 
were  permitted  to  hunt  for  deer  of  either  sex  on  this  area 
during  the  period  October  8 -November  20,   1966.    Supervision 
was  limited  to  spot  checks  by  district  personnel. 
Hunting  pressure  was  light  and  no  known  kills  were  made. 

b.  Gun  Hunt 

During  the  period  November  25-29,  1966,  a  managed  deer  hunt 
was  held  on  this  area.     The  use  of  dogs  was  prohibited  and  hunters 
were  allowed  to  take  deer  of  either  sex  until  a  total  of  eighty 
deer  were  taken.    If  this  number  was  attained,  any  of  the  five  days 
remaining  would  be  for  legal  bucks  only.  Hunters  were  issued 
a  daily  permit  which  they  were  required  to  return  upon  completion 
of  the  days  hunt.    Permit  stations  opened  at  4:00  A.  M.  and 
hunters  were  required  to  return  them  by  five  o'clock.    Maps  of 
the  area  were  furnised  each  hunter.    Successful  hunters  were 
required  to  take  their  deer  to  the  central  weighing  station  where 
desired  data  was  taken  from  each  animal.    After  examination,  a 
special  tag  was  placed  on  the  animal  to  show  the  permit  station 
operator  that  the  deer  had  been  examined.    Either  sex  deer  were  legal 
for  the  entire  five  days  as  the  kill  did  not  reach  eighty.    A  possible 
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contributing  factorwas  a  decrease  in  hunter  concentrations.     Table 
1  shows  hunter  participation  and  kill  and  Table  II  shows  age  classes. 
Deer  over  one  and  one  half  years  of  age  were  considered  to  be  two 
and  one  half  years.

Management  Plan 
A.  Personnel 

A  dragline  operator,  boat  captain,  and  utility  laborer  were  employed 
for  year  around  marsh  work.    Additional  labor  supplemented  this  force 
during  construction  of  wooden  structures.    Temporary  labor  was  hired 
locally  when  needed.    Work  was  under  the  direction  of  the  District 
Supervisor  and  District  VXE  Biologist. 
Job  2.      Dams,  Dikes  or  Levees 
f  A.  Development 

During  the  period  July  1,  1966  -  June  30,  1967  the  14th  segment  of 
W-30D  was  initiated. 
1.     Wooden  Structures 

In  July  1966  work  was  initiated  on  the  72  foot  structure  located  in  the 

southwest  corner  of  M^gill  Lagoon.    AH  material  was  prefabricated  at  the 

base  camp  and  then  transported  by  barge  to  the  construction  site. 

Material  was  then  unloaded  preparatory  to  installation, 

Pole  pilings  were  driven  across  the  width  of  the  bayou  at  a  distance 

of  6-1/2  ft.  centers.    Next  step  required  installation  of  horizontal

waleings  set  6"  below  marsh  levels  by  use  of  engineering  level. 
The  next  step  required  driving  the  interlocking  vertical  sheeting 
from  middle  of  stream  to  both  banks.    Laterals  were  extended 
into  the  shoreline  for  a  distance  of  15  feet  on  both  sides. 
When  this  phase  was  completed,  all  materials    were  bolted  into  place. 
Splash  rails  were  installed  outside  of  structure  to  prevent  under- 
mining of  dam  by  overflow.    The  final  step  consisted  of  installing  tie  back 
cables  from  pilings  driven  twenty  feet  behind  inside  of  structure. 
Cables  were  run  from  these  pilings  and  tied  around  pilings  of  the 
structure  to  prevent  sag  when  w$.ter  differentials  were  less  on 
outside  than  inside  of  dam. 

During  the  month  of  August  1966  work  commenced  on  the  66  foot 
structure  in  the  Lakes  of  Bayou  Marron.    All  phases  of  construction 
were  identical  to  that  of  the  aforementioned  construction. 
During  the  month  of  September  1966  repairs  were  started  on  the 
150  ft.  structure  in  Lakeshore  Bayou.    This  structure  had  been 
damaged  by  a  crew  boat  a  few  years  prior.    Repairs  were  completed  . 
in  the  latter  part  of  September  but  structural  failure  again  ensued 
and  the  materials  were  subsequently  removed  and  a  new  dam  site 
located. 

During  November   work  began  on  this  new  location.    Dam  was 
completed  in  February  1967.    Problems  arose  when  work  began 
on  drilling  holes  in  structure  for  bolts.    The  air  drill  broke  and 
considerable  delay  was  encountered  in  securing  a  replacement. 
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As  a  result  tidal  pressures  negated  all  previous  work  and  the 

structure  had  to  be  moved  again. 

This  structure  was  finally  completed  in  April  1967. 

During  early  May  1967  work  was  started  on  the  90  foot  structure 

in  the  southeast  section  of  Magill  Lagoon.    This  dam  was  completed 

during  the  latter  part  of  the  month. 

A  new  28  foot  aluminum  tow  boat  was  acquired  during  the  month  of 

October  1967. 

This  boat  replaced  the  26  foot  U-19  which  had  been  acquired  from 

the  Oyster  Division. 

2.      Earthern  Leveeing 

During  the    interims  between  structure  building,  earthern 
leveeing  and  maintenance  was  accomplished.     Primary 
emphasis  was  placed  on  these  areas  in  the  Bayou  Grande, 
Lakeshore,  and  Magill  sections.

Job  1.     Buildings 

The  job  of  constructing  a  barn  near  the  work  site  for  storage 
of  seed,  fertilizer  and  other  materials  has  been  completed. 
•    Job  4.     Bridges 

This  job  was  completed  during  this  segment. 
Job  5.    Roads 

This  job  was  partially  completed.    Road  right-of-way  was 
widened,  ditches  completed,  some  culverts  installed,  and 
native  gravel  hauled  and  spread  on  necessary  areas  of  road. 
This  road  has  been  made  passable  by  automobile  but  con- 
siderable maintenance  still  needs  to  be  done  and  more 
culverts  installed.    As  soon  as  bulldozer  can  be  obtained  this. 
work  will  be  gin. 
Job  7.    Fencing 

Fencing  completed  this  segment  was  15  miles.     An  additional 
6  miles  will  be  fenced  under  the  next  segment,  which  will  rid 
approxiniately  12,000  acr^s  of  free  ranging  catUe  and  hogs. 
Job  8.  .  Public  Use  Facilities 

Due  to  the  present  camping  areas  constructed  and  maintained 
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by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  this  job  is  no  longer  necessary. 

Job  11.    Boundary  Signs  and  Markers 

Several  miles  of  boundary  was  repainted  and  signs  put  up. 
Vandalized  signs  were  installed  where  needed. 

Job  12.    Planting  Trees,  Shrubs  or  Aquatic  Plants 

Two  honeysuckle  plots  of  approximately  four  acres  each  were 
fenced.    All  non -merchantable  trees  were  cleared  and  both 
areas  heavily  fertilized.    This  job  will  be  discontinued  due 
to  completion  of  fencing  out  free  ranging  cattle  and  hogs  as 
set  up  under  Job  7. 

Job  13.    Herbaceous  Seedlings 

Some  of  the  1,  000  acre  fenced  area,  two  upland  and  one 
duck  food  plot,  were  disced  and  planted  to  good  wildlife  foods. 
All  areas  planted  are  receiving  heavy  use  by  different  game 
species.     Plantings  of  wheat  in  the  fall  and  browntop  millet 
in  the  spring  furnish  excellent  dove  hunting  within  the  1,  000 
acre  fenced  area.     The  experimental  release  of  Black  Francolin 
are  benefiting  from  these  plantings.    Several  good  coveys  of 
quail  are  being  maintained  in  proximity  of  the  upland  food  plots. 

Job  14.     Thinning  or  Clearing 

During  this  segment  several  acres  of  timber  was  marked  and  sold 
which  is  in  line  with  the  overall  wildlife  management  program  of 
improving  habitat  by  thinning  dense  timber  stands.     Monies  from 
these  timber  sales  was  used  to  purchase  and  construct  15  miles 
of  fence  to  exclude  cattle  and  hogs. 
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MANAGEMENT 

Job  16.     Population  Control 

a.      Predator  Control  -  Extensive  trapping  operations  were 
concentrated  on  the  area  during  this  segment.     Twelve 
coyotes,  several  foxes,  raccoons  and  feral  dogs  were 
trapped, 
b.      As  in  past  years  the  area  was  open  for  trapping  of  fur 
bearers.    Only  three  requests  were  received.     These 
trappers  had  fair  success  on  raccoons  and  mink. 
'  Job  18.    Fish  and  Wildlife  Stocking 

The  experimental  release  of  Black  Francolin  was  completed 
during  this  segment.     Both  the  turkey  and  Black  Francolin 
population  seem  to  be  holding  their  own.    Several  small 
flocks  of  young  turkeys  have  been  sighted.    Gobblers  can  be 
heard  during  the  early  mornings  of  the  mating  season. 
Job  19.    Salt  Licks 

Salt  was  purchased  and  all  salt  licks  replenished  during  this 
segment. 
Job  20.    Managed  Hunts 

All  hunting  seasons  are  designed  to  coincide  with  the  reg-ular 
statewide  season.    As  in  past  years  the  area  was  open  to 
hunting  of  all  native  game  3pecies  by  requirement  of  a  season 
permit.    Spot  checks  revealed  a  very  successful  squirrel  and  deer 
deer  season.    Duck  hunting  is  very  popular  with  moderate 
success.    Dove  hunting  is  good,  while  the  fenced  food  plots 
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furnish  excellent  quail  hunting. 
Job  21.     Control  Burning 

This  job  was  completed  when  approximately  1,000  acres  of 
''  old  fallow  fields  and  timber  lands  were  control  burned 

during  late  winter.    Very  good  results  were  received  and  a 
variety  of  the  game  species  were  noted  utilizing  succulent 
ft  plant  growths  produced  as  a  result  of  these  burns.

B.  Maintenance 

The  access  roads  on  this  area  were  maintained  throughout  the 
period  covered  by  this  report.    Maintenance  consisted  of  grading, 
spot  graveling  and  placing  of  culverts  in  roads  where  needed. 
Job  8.  Public  Use  Facilities 

C.  Management 

Plans  to  construct  a  camping  area  within  the  wildlife  management 
area  proper  did  not  materialize  in  that  the  need  for  such  facilities  was 
not  as  great  after  the  deer  season  was  changed  from  any  deer  to  buck 
only. 

Job.  11.         Signs  and  Boundary  Markers 
A.     Development 

Twelve  miles  of  land  boundary  was  maintained  by  bushhogging  with  a 
Ford  tractor,  painting  and  replacing  boundary  markers  where  necessary. 
Approximately  ten  miles  of  river  boundary  was  maintained  and  signs 
replaced  where  necessary. 

Job.   14.        Thinning  and  Clearing 

A.      Development 

The  existing  food  plots  were  mowed  at  various  intervals  and 

planted   to  winter   wheat.     All   food  plot   fences  were  repaired. 
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where  needed.  Some  pipelines  were  mowed  at  regular 
intervals  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report. 
JOB  16.      Population  Control 

B.  Management 

A  trapping  season  for  fur  bearing  animals  was  held  on 
this  area  and  was  opened  during  the  regular  trapping  season 
scheduled  for  the  State  of  Louisiana.  Very  little  interest 
was  shown  during  this  trapping  season;  however,  a  few 
fur  bearers  were  trapped  on  the  area. 

JOB  19.      Salt  Licks 

A.     Development 

Three  salt  licks  were  maintained  throughout  the  year  and 
these  salt  licks  showed  considerable  use. 

JOB  20.      Managed  Hunts 

C.  Management 

1.  Small  Game:    Squirrel  and  rabbit  season  was  conducted 
during  the  1966-67  hunting  season.   Hunters  were  allowed 
to  utilize  this  area  after  obtaining  season  permits  from 
the  District  Office.  Spot  checks  made  during  the  season 
revealed  that  hunter  success  for  both  squirrels  and 
rabbits  could  only  be  considered  as  average. 

2.  Deer: 

a.      Archery:    Archery  hunting  was  allowed  on  the  Caldwell 
Wildlife  Management  Area  during  the  1966-67 
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season.  It  is  evident  that  the  hig:h  population 
of  deer  found  on  this  area  was  highly  attracted 
to  archers;  however,  the  archers'  kill  was 
low. 
b.      Gun:  Caldwell  Wildlife  Management  Area  was  open 

for  deer  hunting  for  two  periods  in  1966.   Both 
of  these  seasons  allowed  bucks- only  hunting. 
The  first  season  which  ran  from  November 
25  through  November  29,   required  a  daily 
permit  and  resulted  in  a  total  kill  of  59  legal 
bucks  for  1,  294  hunter  efforts.  A  second 
season  of  seven  day  duration  was  conducted 
which  required  only  a  season  permit  and 
provided  additional  hunting  opportunity  on 
this  area.  This  season  was  from  December 
26,   1966,  through  January  1,   1967.   A  total 
check  was  not  made  during  the  latter  period, 
but  spot  checks  indicated  that  hunter  partici- 
pation was  light  and  the  kill  was,  accordingly, 
low.  These  checks  indicated  that  approximately 
217  hunter  efforts  resulted  in  a  total  kill  of 
only  two  deer. 
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Even  though  Caldwell  is  only  approximately  11,  000  acres  in 
size  it  continues  to  be  a  very  popular  and  highly  productive  segment  of 
available  wildlife  habitat.  It  is  hoped  that  with  proper  management  this 
area  will  continue  to  furnish  outdoor  opportunity  to  the  sportsmen  of 
Louisiana.

A.  Development 

A  boundary  line  around  the  additional  privately  owned  acreage 
leased  for  game  management  purposes  has  been  painted  and 
boundary  signs  installed.    With  help  from  the  area  supervisor 
several  miles  of  forest  service  boundary  lines  were  re -surveyed 
and  painted. 
Planting  Trees, Shrubs  or  Aquatic  Plants 

A.  Development 

Honeysuckle  sprouts  have  been  planted  in  areas  which  are  lacking 
in  good  deer  foods.     Some  wildlife  openings  were  bushhogged  and/or 
disced.    Honeysuckle  was  established  on  some  of  these.    Several  large 
honeysuckle  patches  were  cleared  of  overtopping  trees  and  fertilized. 
Thinning  or  Clearing 

A.  Development 

Much  time  was  spent  selecting^^flagging  and  clearing,  by  use  of  D  -7 
bulldozer,  several  wildlife  openings  .    During  this  segment  thirteen 
(13)  wildlife  openings  were  selected  and  cleared.    These  were  located 
randomly  over  the  area. 
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16.  Population  Control 

C.  Management 

a.  The  area  supervisor  with  assistance  from  state  trapper  removed 
two  coyotes,  several  foxes  and  feral  dogs  from  the  area  during 
winter  months. 

b.  Trapping  season  -  The  area  was  open  for  trapping  of  fur  bearers 
during  the  regular  statewide  trapping  season.  No  requests  were 
received  for  trapping. 

18.  Fish  or  Wildlife  Stocking 
C.  Management 

In  compliance  with  this  job  three  different  wild  turkey  releases 
were  made.    One  release  was  made  on  each  of  the  three  different 
portions,  Caney,  Middle  Fork  and  Corney.    A  total  of  30  birds, 
22  hens  and  8  gobblers  were  released.    Corn  was  put  out  following 
these  releases  and  all  indications  thus  far  show  each  release  to  be 
successful. 

19.  Salt  Licks 

A.  Development 

Salt  was  purchased  and  all  salt  licks  were  replenished. 

20.  Managed  Hunts 
C.  Management 

The  area  was  open  for  the  different  native  game  species  and 
coincided  with  the  regular  statewide  season.    Hunting  was  by 
season  permit.    Hunter  participation    for  all  species  was  good. 
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spot  checks  revealed  that  hunter  success  was  normal. 
Control  Burning 
B.  Management    . 

As  per  this  job  approximately  1,  000  acres  of  timber  land  was 
control  burned  to  better  wildlife  habitat.    Fire  plow  and  back 
fire  torches  have  been  received  and  will  be  used  each  year  in 
pursuit  of  this  recurring  wildlife  management  practice.

B.       Maintenance 

Minor  repairs  were  made  on  both  the  overnight  cabin  and  the 
adjacent  deer  weighing  station.     The  grounds  immediately 
around  the  buildings  were  bushhogged.    The  hunter  camping 
area  was  also  bushhogged. 
Job  4.      Bridges  and  Culverts 
B.  Maintenance 

Small  bridges  on  hunter  access  roads  were  repaired  from  time 
time  on  the  area  and  culverts  installed  on  one  old  road  making 
a  heretofore  inaccessible  section  of  the  wildlife  management 
area  available  to  hunters. 
Job  5.      Roads 

B.      Maintenance 

Hunter  access  roads  as  well  as  those  used  by  project  personnel 
were  repaired  during  the  year.     Brush  and  fallen  trees  were 
■  removed.     Ruts  were  filled.    A  crawler  tractor  with  bulldozer 
blade  and  a  Ford  tractor  and  bushhog  were  used. 
Job  7.       Fencing 

A.      Development 

Work  on  clearing  and  fencing  the  forty  acre  dove  shooting  plot 
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was  held  up  by  the  failure  of  the  timber  buyer  to  remove  the 
timber  sold  by  the  U.  S.   Forest  Service. 

Clearing  by  the  Commission  bulldozer  was  initiated  several  times 
during  the  past  six  months  but  was  halted  on  the  complaints  of  the 
timber  buyer  that  his  timber  was  being  damaged.    Since  the  last 
week  of  June  1967,  the  bulldozer  has  been  at  work  clearing  the 
fence  line.     Fencing  materials  have  been  purchased  and  are  on 
hand. 
Job  8.      Public  Use  Facilities 
C.     Management 

No  improvements  were  made  on  the  hunter  camping  area.    It  was 
bushhogged  and  cleaned  up  periodically. 
Job  11.    Signs  and  Boundary  Markers 
A.      Development 

The  boundary  was  brushed  and  line  trees  repainted.    Fallen  or 
defaced  boundary  markers  were  replaced.    Eight  new  entrance  signs 
were  put  up.    In  most  cases,  these  replaced  old  signs  but  a  few, 
were  put  up  at  new  locations. 
Job  12.  Wildlife  Openings 

A.  Development  ' 

Wildlife  openings  were  bushhogged  to  remove  undesirable  vegetation. 
Additional  honeysuckle  cuttings  were  set  out  in  openings.     Seedlings 
of  saw  tooth  and  cherry  bark  oak  seedlings  were  also  set  out. 
Job  13.  Herbaceous  Seedings 

A.      Development 

Approximately  twenty  acres  of  wheat  was  planted  in  the  fall  and 
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about  the  same  acreage  planted  with  brown  top  millet  in  the  spring. 
Other  plots,  previously  established  with  bahia  and  fescue  grasses 
were  bushhogged.     These  plots  are  designed  to  primarily  benefit 
turkeys  but  are  utilized  considerably  by  other  game  species. 

Job  19.  Deer  Salt  Licks 

A.     Development 

Following  the  normal  pattern,  salt  licks  maintained  for  deer  were 
resalted  in  the  spring. 

Job  20.  Managed  Hunts 

C.      Management 

1.  Squirrel  Hunt 

Still  hunting  for  squirrels  was  permitted  on  this  area  during  the 
period  October  1-31,  1966  through  the  use  of  season  permits 
which  were  issued  without  charge  at  all  district  offices. 
Hunting  hours  were  from  4:30  A.  M.  to  6:00  P.  M. .    Supervision 
was  limited  to  spot  checks',  by  district  personnel. 
The  greatest  hunting  pressure  was  exerted  the  first  two  days  of 
the  season  and  even  at  that  time  was  not  considered  very  heavy. 
Spot  checks  of  hunters  in  the  area  were  made  during  the  first 
eight  days  of  the  season.    The  124  hunters  checked  had  137 
squirrels  for  an  average  of  1. 1  squirrels  per  hunting  effort. 

2.  Deer  Hunts 
a.     Archery 

Archers  were  permitted  to  hunt  deer  of  either  sex  on  this 
area  during  the  period  October  5-November  20,  1966.  Season 
permits,  issued  without  charge  to  all  applicants  at  all  district 
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offices,  were  required.    Spot  checks  by  district  personnel 
were  made  during  this  period. 

Hunting  pressure  was  light  and  no  deer  are  known  to  have 
been  killed. 
b.  Gun  Hunt 

A  managed  still  hunt  for  deer  was  held  during  the  period 
November  25-29,  1966.     Hunters  were  permitted  to  take 
deer  of  either  sex  until  a  total  of  350  animals  were  taken. 
Any  days  remaining  after  this  number  was  attained  would  be 
for  only  legal  bucks.      Four  permit  stations  were  operated 
from  4:00  A.  M.  until  5:00  P.  M.  daily .^    Hunters  were  required 
to  get  a  daily  permit  and  to  turn  it  in  at  the  completion  of  the 
days  hunt.  Successful  hunters  were  required  to  take  their 
kill  to  the  centrally  located  weighing  station  for  examination. 
Data  desired  for  the  deer  study  were  taken  and  recorded  from 
each  animal.    After  the  examination,  a  special  tag  was  placed  on 
the  deer  so  that  permit  station  operators  would  know  the 
animal  had'  been  examined. 

Hunter  efforts  again  increased  slightly  over  that  of  the  previous 
year's  hunt.    Deer  kill  did  not  maintain  the  level  of  previous 
years,  however.    The  entire  five  days  of  the  hunt  was  devoted 
to  either  sex  hunting.    Data  desired  for  the  deer  study  was 
collected  from  all  deer  killed.     Deer  appeared  to  be  in  fair 
shape.     Fawn  -adult  doe  ratio  continued  to  decline.     Slight 
changes  in  weights  were  noted  in  the  fawn  class  as  well  as  in

the  adult  buck  age  class.     Average  anUer  formation   was 
about  like  that  of  the  animals  taken  last  year.    Hunter 
participation  and  daily  kill  is  found  in  Table  1,  and  numbers 
deer  by  age  class  in  Table  II.

Quail  Hunt 

Quail  hunters  were  permitted  to  hunt  on  this  area  during  the  period 

December  31,  1966  -  February  28,  1967.    Hunters  were  required  to 

have  a  season  permit,  obtainable  without  charge  at  each  of  the  district 

offices.    Supervision  was  limited  to  spot  checks  by  district  personnel. 

Spot  checks  of  the  area  indicated  a  low  level  of  use  by  bird  hunters. 

Insufficient  bag  checks  were  made  to  estimate  the  average  kill  per 

hunter. 

Dove  Hunt 

Due  to  the  failure  to  establish  the  dove  shooting  plot  mentioned  in  Job 

7,  the  dove  hunt  was  not  scheduled. 
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Job  21.  Control  Burning 

This  project  furnished  several  men  to  assist  the  U.  S.   Forest

B.  Maintenance 

The  existing  roads  were  maintained  by  grading  with  motor  patrol, 
widening  in  some  areas,  graveling  approximately  1/4  mile  and 
installing  culverts.    The  woods  roads  were  kept  open  and  mowed 
with  a  Ford  .tractor  and  bushhogged  to  furnish  better  access. 

Job  7.         Fences 

A.      Development 

No  work  was  accomplished  under  this  segment  in  that  the  landowner 
(lessor)  postponed  indefinitely  the  fencing  of  his  property  within  the 
wildlife  management  area.  ' 

Job  8.         Public  Use  Facilities 

C.  Wildlife  Management 

It  was  decided  to  postpone  the  construction  of  a  camping  area  on  the 
Concordia  Wildlife  Management  Area  in  that  the  site  tentatively  shown 
for  the  camping  area  was  within  the  1,  000  acre  tract  on  which  our 
lease  was  cancelled  during  the  period  by  this  report. 
Job  11.       Signs  and  Boundary  Markers 

A.      Approximately  35  miles  of  boundary  lines  were  repainted  and 
.    boundary  markers  replaced  where  needed.     All  boundary 
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lines  were  mowed  with  a  Ford  tractor  and  bushhogged  during 
this  segment. 

JOB  16.      Population  Control 
C.     Management 

A  trapping  season  for  fur  bearing  animals  was  held  on 
this  area  and  was  opened  during  the  regular  trapping  season 
scheduled  for  the  State  of  Louisiana.  Very  little  interest 
was  shown  during  this  trapping  season;  however,  a  few 
fur  bearers  were  trapped  on  the  area.

C.     Management 

Small  Game:    This  area  while  capable  of  producing  high 
populations  of  squirrels,  failed  to  produce  the  expected 
numbers  of  this  animal  during  the  past  season.  The  1966-67 
squirrel  season  would  have  to  be  considered  as  below  average 
based  on  information  obtained  by  spot  checks  made  by  Com- 
mission personnel.   It  is  thought  that  this  decline  in  squirrel 
population  was  brought  about  by  the  high  winds  originating 
from  hurricanes  in  two  successive  years,   1964  and  1965. 
This  severely  hampered  mast  produced  by  oak  trees  of  the 
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red  oak  group,  which  in  turn  resulted  in  lowered  squirrel 
populations. 

While  the  rabbit  season  has  been  open  concurrently  with  the 
squirrel  season  only  a  very  few  rabbits  were  taken.   This  is 
in  no  way  indicative  of  the  rabbit  population  present  on  this 
area,  but  probably  brought  about  by  the  extremely  thick 
terrain  present  on  the  Concordia  Wildlife  Management  Area. 
Rabbits  jumped  in  thick  vegetation  such  as  this  seldom  remain 
in  sight  long  enough  to  fall  victim  to  the  hunter's  gun.   The 
rabbit  resources  of  this  area  have  been  virtually  untouched, 
both  because  of  a  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  hunters 
and  the  limitations  of  the  cover.

Buildings 

Maintenance 

As  the  overnight  cabin  was  located  within  the  section  to  be  used 

by  England  Airforce  as  a  target  area,  it  was  moved  to  a  temporary 

location.  A  permanent  location  for  it  has  not  been  selected. 

Roads 

Maintenance 

With  the  aid  of  hand  tools  and  a  Ford  tractor  and  bush -hog,  the  woods 

roads  within  this  area  have  been  kept  free  of  brush  and  in  as  good 

shape  as  possible.    No  culverts  were  used. 

Fencing 

Development 

This  project  maintains  ten  fenced  wildlife  plots  on  the  area  totalling 

about  sixty  acres.    These  fences  were  checked  from  time  to  time  and 

repaired  as  needed. 

Public  Use  Facilities 

Maintenance 

The  camping  area  maintained  for  hunter  use  was  cleaned  up  following 

the  hunting  season  and  was  bushhogged  several  times  during  the  year. 
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Signs  and  Boundary  Markers 

Development 

Normal  boundary  maintenance  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year. 

Brush  and  fallen  trees  were  removed  and  boundary  markers  replaced. 

Line  trees  along  the  western  boundary  were  repainted.    Entrance  signs 

were  replaced  at  five  locations. 

Planting  Trees,  Shrubs 

Development 

Although  not  set  up  in  the  work  plan,  some  sawtooth  oal^  seedlings 

became  available  and  were  set  out  in  existing  wildlife  plots.    These 

seedlings  were  later  cultivated  by  disking  and  later  fertilized  with 

6-24-24.     Additional  honeysuckle  stolens  were  also  planted. 

Herbaceous  Seedlings 

Development 

Twenty  acres  of  wheat  were  planted  in  the  fall.    One  five  acre  and 

one  1  acre  plot  that  showed  promise  of  being  established  to  honeysuckle 

were  fertilized  with  8-8-8  fertilizer.    The  Ford  tractor  code  no.   1.  57 

was  traded  in  rather  than  code.  no.   1.  55.

A.    Development 

Salt  licks  previously  established  for  deer  were  resalted. 

Managed  Hunts 

Management 

1.     Squirrel  and  Rabbit  Hunt 

This  area  was  open  for  squirrel  hunting  during  the  period  of  October 
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1-31,  1966.     Hunters  were  required  to  still  hunt  and  to  have  in  their 
possession  a  season  permit  which  was  available  without  charge  at  all 
district  offices.     Supervision  was  limited  to  spot    checks  by  district 
personnel. 

The  squirrel  hunt  progressed  about  as  usual.    Some  hunters  made 
use  of  the  facility  and  spot  checks  of  forty -seven  hunters  indicated 
an  average  bag  of  1. 1  squirrels.   This  has  been  the  pattern  for  the 
past  several  years.    Dogs  were  not  permitted  and  few  if  any,  rabbits 
were  taken. 
2.  Deer  Hunts 

a.  Archery  Hunt 

Archery  Hunters  were  permitted  to  take  deer  of  either  sex  on 
this  area  during  the  period  October  5  -  November  20,   1966. 
Before  hunting,  they  were  required  to  secure  a  season  permit 
which  was  available  without  charge  at  all  of  the  district  offices. 
Supervision  was  limited  to  spot  checks  by  District  personnel. 
As  far  as  is  known,  no  deer  were  taken  by  archers.    Quite  a 
few  hunters  are  known  to  have  used  this  area  and  several  deer 
were  missed. 

b.  '  Gun  Hunt 

A  managed  still  hunt  for  deer  was  held  on  this  area  during 
the  five  day  period  November  25-29,  1966.    Hunters  were 
permitted  to  take  deer  of  iheir  choice  until  100  animals  were 
taken.    Any  days  remaining  after  this  total  was  reached  would 
be  for  only  legal  bucks.     Two  permit  stations  were  operated  from 
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4:00  A.  M.  until  5:00  P.  M.   and  all  hunters  were  required  to 
secure  a  daily  permit  from  one  of  the  permit  stations.     They 
were  required  to  return  the  permit  after  each  day's  hunt. 
Successful  hunters  were  required  to  have  their  deer  checked 
at  the  weighing  station.     Each  deer  was  examined  and  data  d-esired 
by  the  Deer  Study  was  recorded.    A  special  tag  was  placed  on 
each  deer  so  that  permit  station  operators  would  know  they 
had  been  recorded  at  the  weighing  station. 
A  decrease  in  hunting  effort  this  year  was  noted  on  the  area 
and  as  only  forty -seven  deer  were  taken,  the  entire  five  day 
period  was  devoted  to  either -sex  hunting.    Deer  examined 
appeared  to  be  in  good  physical  condition  but  weights  in  all 
sex  and  age  classes  were  less  than  that  of  last  year.     The 
limited  data  indicated  that  fawn  production  per  doe  was  like 
that  of  the  past  two  hunting  season,  one  and  one  -half  fawns 
per  adult  doe.    Hunter  participation  and  daily  kill  are  found  in 
Table  1  and  sex  and  age  classes  in  Table  11.

3.  Quail  Hunt

1.      Squirrel  Hunt 

During  the  statewide  open  squirrel  season,  hunters  are  permitted 
to  still  hunt  for  squirrels  on  this  area.     They  are  required  by 
the  landowner,  (U.  S.  Army)  to  secure  a  daily  clearance  from 
the  office  of  the  local  Provost  Marshall.    The  Commission's 
season  permit  is  incorporated  in  the  clearance.    Upon  applying 
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for  the  clearance,  applicants  are  given  a  map  showing  which 
parts  of  the  area  are  closed  to  hunting  due  to  i^rmy  training  on 
that  particular  day.    At  times,  open  areas  are  few;  on  holidays 
and  week-ends  most  of  the  entire  area  is  open  to  hunting.    Hunters 
are  not  required  to  check  out.    Commission  supervision  of  the 
hunt  is  limited  to  spot  checks  by  Commission  personnel. 
Hunter  interest  was  not  very  great  and  after  the  first  few  days  of 
the  season  few  hunters  came.     The  area  supervisor  checked  the  kill 
of  seventy -nine  hunters  who  had  a  total  of  119  squirrels  for  an 
average  bag  of  1.  5  squirrels. 
2.     Deer  Hunts 

a.  Archery 

Archers  were  permitted  to  take  deer  of  either  sex  during 
the  period  of  October  5  -  November  20,  1966.    Reg\ilations 
were  like  that  of  the  squirrel  hunt  desciribed  in  the  preceeding 
squirrel  hunt  job. 

b.  Deer  hunters  were  permitted  to  shoot  deer  of  either  sex 

during  the  three  day  period  of  November  25  -27,  1966. 

Hunters  were  required  to  check  in  and  out  through  the  daily 

permit  system.  Permits  were  secured  at  one  of  the  two  permit 

stations  after  4:00  A.  M.  and  returned  by  5:00  P.  M.  the  same 

day.     The  U.  S.  Army  required  that  each  hunter  also  have  a 

'T)aily  clearance"  which  they  secured  at  the  permit  station. 
Maps  of  the  area  were  available.    Succesful  hunters  were 
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required  to  take  their  deer  to  the  central  weighing  station 
where  information  desired  by  the  Deer  Study  was  recorded. 
The  either  sex  part  of  this  hunt  was  scheduled  until  300 
animals  were  taken.    If  this  number  was  reached  on  or  during  the 
first  or  second  day,  the  remaining  one  or  two  days  would  be  for 
legal  buck  deer. 

After  this  three  day  hunt,  the  still  hunt  was  continued  through 
December  10th  but  through  the  use  of  daily  clearances  issued 
by  the  Army.    Commission  supervision  would  be  limited  to 
to  spot  checks  by  Commission  personnel. 
After  the  three  day  either  sex  hunt,  hunting  efforts  on  the 
area  were  light  and  no  Imown  kills  were  made.    During  the 
three  day  hunt,  when  efforts  were  made  to  record  each  hunting 
effort  and  each  deer  killed,  a  slight  increase  over  previous 
years  hunting  efforts  was  recorded  although  the  kill  was 
slightly  reduced.    A  slight  decrease  in  weight  was  noted  in 
all  age  classes  as  well  as  a  decrease  in  the  adult  doe -fawn 
ratio.     The  following  Table  1  shows  daily  hunter  participation 
and  kill  and  Table  11  shows  age  class  and  sex  of  deer  taken.

3.  Quail  Hunt 

A  quail  hunt  was  held  during  the  period  of  Decmeber  31, 1966 
through  February  28,  1967.     Regulations  of  this  hunt  followed 
the  pattern  described  in  the  squirrel  hunt  report  for  this  area. 
Participation  in  this  hunt  was  light  and  insufficient  data  were 
obtained  to  estimate  the  average  kill  per  hunter  effort. 

4.  Dove  Hunt 

Through  the  use  of 'DailyClearances"dovenunters.  were  permitted 

to  hunt  on  this  area  during  the  three  segments  of  the  dove 

season  in  Louisiana.    Generally  speaking,  over  most  of  the 

area,  supervision  was  limited  to  spot  checks  by  the  area 

supervisor.     On  the  two  large  millet  plots  the  kill  of  each  hunter 

was  checked  by  district  personnel  during  the  first  season. 

Original  planning  called  for  each  plot  to  be  shot  only  twice  a  week 

with  a  three  or  four  day  interval  between  shooting  days.     Through 

a  misunderstanding  with  the  Army,  one  field  was  shot  with  only 

one  days  rest.    Expected  dove  populations  did  not  materialize  and 
hunting  was  rather  poor  except  the  first  time  each  field  was  shot. 

Shooting  was  not  particularly  heavy  but  apparently  was  sufficient 
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to  drive  the  remaining  birds  away.     The  last  two  thirds  of 

the  split  seasons  did  not  see  enough  birds  on  the  plots  to 

warrant  bag  checks.    Results  of  bag  checks  were  as  follows:

Hunting  efforts 
increased  over  those  of  last  year  by  over  one  thousand  and 
thirty -nine  more  deer  were  killed.     The  impact  of  more 
hunting  efforts  was  noted  particularly  the  second  day  in  the 
number  of  deer  killed.    Heretofore,  the  number  of  hunters 
the  second  day  has  dropped  off  considerably  and  few  deer 
are  killed  after  the  opening  day.    It  should  be  noted  that 
last  year,  fewer  hunters  on  opening  day  killed  a  greater 
number  of  deer  than  was  the  case  during  this  hunt.

3.  Quail  Hunt 

Due  to  the  growth  of  thepine  forests, fewer  quail  are  available  to  the 
hunter  and  when  found  are  harder  to  shoot.    Single  shooting  is 
virtually  non-existent.     For  these  reasons,  few  hunters  quail  hunted 
on  this  area. 

4.  Dove  Hunt 

Dove  hunters  were  permitted  to  hunt  on  the  large  field  described 
in  the  work  plan.     This  field  is  just  outside  the  management  ai^ea. 
No  special  permits  were  required.     The  field  was  hunted  the  first 
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day  of  the  dove  season  and  was  to  be  hunted  at  seven 
day  intervals.

During  the  1966-67  hunting  season  squirrel  hunters  averaged 

2.  53  squirrels  per  hunting  effort.     Few  limits  were  obtained 

but  most  bags  included  4-5  bushy -tails  each.    Success  by  still 

hunting  of  rabbits  was  very  low. 

Quail  hunting  was  successful,  yet  it  was  the  first  for  this  area. 

Approximately  157  quail  were  killed  and  the  average  success  was 

around  7  birds  per  hunt  per  party. 
2.     Deer 

A  5  Day  any  sex  deer  hunt  plus  a  7  day  buck  hunt  was  held  on  the 
■     area.     The  buck  season  was  not  successful  due  to  heavy  rains 

making  access  almost  impossible  --  hunting  pressure  was  low. 

The  5  day  any  deer  hunt  provided  1191  hunter  efforts  with  71  deer 

(40  bucks  and  31  does)  being  bagged:    averaged  1  deer  per  16.  8

A.  Development 

Due  to  construction  work  by  the  individual  landowners,  no  new 
bridges  were  constructed  by  the  Commission.    Several  jobs  that 
had  been  anticipated  by  the  district  personnel  were  performed 
by  landowners  and  logging  contractors  in  their  normal  harvest 
operations. 

B.  Maintenance 

The  four  bridges  on  the  Old  Oakdale  Road  west  of  the  Bay  City  Road 
were  re  -decked.    The  combined  length  of  the  four  bridges  was 
approximately  150  feet.    Decking  and  deteriorated  stringers  were 
replaced  where  necessary.    This  road  is  a  main  connecting  link 
between  the  east  and  west  portion  of  the  area. 

This  job  was  a  joint  project  between  the  landowners,  State  Highway 
Department,  Allen  Parish  Police  Jury  and  the  Commission.    The 
only  cost  incurred  by  this    organization  was  the  purchase  of  the  nails 
used  and  the  help  of  the  area  personnel. 
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Job  5.  Roads 

B.     Maintenance 

During  this  period  all  roads  were  kept  in  as  good  repair  as 

possible  considering  annual  logging  operations.     Particular 

attention  was  given  culverts  and  bridges  so  that  water  flow 

was  not  restricted,  thus  causing  wash-outs. 

Periodic  checks  were  made  to  see  that  all  roads  were  clear 

of  fallen  trees  and  limbs.    This  was  a  particular  important  job 

following  a  logging  operation. 

The  grading  and  ditching  of  all  roads  was  done  by  landowners. 

This  is  a  large  and  costly  job  which  does  not  have  to  be  done  by 

the  Commission. 

J  ob  11.      Signs  and  Boundary  Markers 
A.      Development 

The  entire  boundary  line  was  checked  and  markers  were  replaced 

where  needed.    Approximately  15  miles  of  boundary  line  was  repainted. 

All  of  the  road  markers  on  the  area  where  taken  down  and  re -worked. 

These  signs  are  lettered  in  black  on  white  1"  x  4"  boards.    Signs 

are  located  at  strategic  locations  and  also  signs  showing  directions 

to  :check  stations  were  erected.    There  are  now  approximately  125  road  and 

directional  signs  on  the  area. 

Job  14.       Thinning  and  Clearing 
A.     Development 

The  bahia  grass  strips  on  the  five  wildlife  plots  were  clipped  in  the 
early  spring.    These  are  maintained  primarily  for  turkey.    The  plots 
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are  approximately  five  acres  in  size  and  have  alternate  strips  of 
bahia  grass  and  native  vegetation. 

The  fences  around  the  plots  were  maintained  to  discourage  hogs  and 
cattle  which  utilize  the  area. 

Job  16.    Population  Control 
C.    Management 

This  job  was  set  up  to  do  predator  control  work  in  the  area 
where  red  jungle  fowl  were  released.    No  work  was  done  on  this 
job  since  there  has  been  no  junglefowl  reported  on  the  V/est  Bay 
Area  since  shortly  after  the  birds  were  relased. 

Job  18.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Stocking 
A.    Development 

This  job  was  set  up  to  compliment  earlier  releases  of  red  jungle- 
fowl  if  previous  success  indicated  it  was  needed.    However,  since 
all  birds  rleased  earlier  have  left  the  area  and  no  reproduction  has 
been  reported,  it  was  decided  that  no  additonal  birds  would  be  released. 

Job  19.    Salt  Licks 
A.    Development 

A  total  of  1.  600  pounds  of  coarse  rock  salt  was  used  to  replenish 
'    the  34  artifically  established  salt  licks.    The  salt  was  worked  into 
the  soil  to  a  depth  of  about  two  inches.     The  licks  are  distributed 
over  the  entire  area  and  are  considered  sufficient  for  the  present 
deer  opulation.    Utilzation  by  both  deer  and  cattle  was  noted  on 
all  of  the  salt  licks. 
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Job  20.       Managed  Hunt 
C.  Management 
1.      Deer 

A  five  day  managed  deer  hunt  was  held  on  the  West  Bay 
Wildlife  Management  Area  during  the  period  of  November 
25-29,  1966.     Hunters  were  required  to  surrender  their 
valid  hunting  license  and  secure  a  daily  permit  while  hunting 
on  the  area.     Four  permit  stations  were  operated.    On  the 
opening  day  permit  stations  opened  at  4:00  A.  M.  and  5:00  A.  M. 
on  the  remaining  days.    Hunters  were  required  to  check  out  by 
5:00  P.  M.     Table  I  gives  the  number  of  permits  issued  per 
station  during  the  hunt.  ' 

■  The  original  season  set  by  the  Commission  was  that  either  sex  deer 
would  be  legal  until  12:00  noon  on  the  first  day  of  the  hunt;  at  which 
■    time  the  hunt  for  that  day  would  be  terminated.    The  taking  of 
legal  bucks  only  would  be  permitted  on  the  remaining  four  days. 
On  Tuesday,  November  15,  1966  in  regular  session  the  Commission 
changed  the  season,  making  it  legal  to  take  bucks  only  during  the 
first  four  days  and  antlerless  deer  only  for  the  entire  fifth  day. 
The  state  law  defines  a  legal  buck  as  one  having  antlers  over  three 
inches  long.    It  is  the  feeling  of  the  writer  that  this  change,  at 
•    such  a  late  date,  resulted  in  an  inadequate  number  of  hunters  to 
properly  remove  the  number  of  deer  that  should  have  been  taken 
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off  the  area.     The  original  biological  recommendation  was  that 

either  sex  deer  be  legal  the  first  day  or  until  at  least  750  deer 

were  removed,  after  which  time  the  remaining  days,  if  any, 

would  be  devoted  to  bucks  only  hunting. 

During  the  five  day  hunt  a  total  of  6,922  permits  were  issued, 

resulting  in  the  taking  of  409  legal  deer.    A  hunter  \^o  was 

successful  in  killing  a  deer  was  required  to  take  his  deer  by 

one  of  the  two  check  stations  at  which  time  certain  biological 

data,  such  as  weight,  age,  etc. ,  were  recorded.     Table  II 

gives  the  totals  on  the  number  of  deer  checked  at  each  station 

during  the  hunt. 

Table  III  gives  the  computed  live  weight  by  sex  and  age  classes. 

It  is  impossible  to  compare  these  figures  against  previous  years 

because  the  seasons  have  not  been  the  same  in  regard  to  area  hunted, 

type  of  deer  legal  to  kill  and  other  restrictions.    It  was  determined 

that  the  adult  doe -fawn  ratio  this  year,  from  data  collected,  was 

1.  08  fawns  per  adult  doe. 

It  is  felt  by  the  district  supervisor,  district  biologist,  area  supervisor 

and  other  technical  personnel  familiar  with  the  area  that  an  annual 

either  sex  season  is  needed  to  properly  manage  the  deer  herd. 

Unless  the  general  condition  on  the  area  changes,  this  will  be  the 

biological  recommendation  for  the  1967-68  season.

The 
same  permit  was  good  for  all  species  so  long  as  the  archer  had 
a  valid  hunting  license  and  deer  tag  in  his  possession. 
Since  Archers  were  not  required  to  check  in  daily,  spot  checks 
were  made  to  determine  hunters  success  and  to  check  permits. 
Deer  was  the  most  sought  after  species  and  15  kills  were  confirmed 
by  area  personnel.    During  this  season  either  sex  deer  were  legal. 
Much  interest  is  being  stimulated  in  this  sport  and  this  particular 
area  lends  itself  well  to  bow  hunting.     For  this  reason,  hunter 
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participation,  by  archers,  is  expected  to  increase  yearly. 

3.  Squirrel  and  Rabbit 

During  the  period  from  October  1-31,  1966  squirrel  and  rabbits  were 
legal  game.    Hunters  were  allowed  on  the  area  by  use  of  a  season 
permit.    Dogs  were  not  allowed  for  hunting  either  species.  The  bag 
limits  and  shooting  hours  were  the  same  as  those  applied  to  statewide 
seasons. 

Since  the  hunters  were  not  required  to  check  in  and  out  daily,  no 
accurate  record  of  the  kill  was  obtained.    Spot  checks  were  made 
by  district  V  personnel  for  permits  and  hunters  success.    As  indicated  by 
these  spot  checks,  the  squirrel  hunters  success  was  slightly  lower  than 
the  estimated  two  squirrels  per  hunter  for  the  previous  year.     Few 
rabbits  were  taken  due  to  the  fact  that  dogs  were  not  allowed  on  the 
area  for  hunting. 

4.  Quail 

During  the  period  from  December  31,  1966  -  February  28,  1967 
quail  hunters  were  allowed  on  the  area.     Bird  dogs  were  allowed  on 
the  area  for  quail  hunting,    but  were  kept  under  strict  control  by  the 
hunter. 

Quail  hunters  were  permitted  on  the  area  by  use  of  the  season  permit. 
Since  the  quail  population  is  low  over  the  entire  area,  there  was  very 
little  hunting  pressure.    No  attempt  was  made  to  record  hunters  success, 
but  all  quail  hunters  encountered  on  the  area  were  checked  for  both  their 
kill  and  permits. 
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5.      Turkey 

The  first  managed  turkey  hunt  ever  conducted  on  the  area  was  held 
during  the  period  from  April  1-2,  1967.     The  present  turkey  popu- 
lation is  a  result    of  game  farm  birds  released  on  the  area  during 
the  late  1940  -  early  1950  period. 

The  population  appeared  to  almost  disappear  and  until  1960  seemed  to 
be  almost  hopeless.    During  the  years  from  1960-64  the  population 
appeared  to  rise  sharply.    After  1964,  it  appears  that  the  population 
has  remained  static  or  decreased.    Thus  it  was  recommended  that 
a  season  be  held  to  give  the  hunters  an  opportunity  to  utilize  the  birds. 
During  this  season  only  gobblers  were  legal.    The  hunter  was  required 
to  secure  a  daily  permit  at  one  of  the  four  permit  stations.    The 
permit  stations  were  opened  at  5:00  A.  M.  and  hunters  were  required 
to  check  out  by  5:00  P.  M.    Employees  of  both  Fish  and  Game  and 
Enforcement  Divisions  worked  the  area  very  closely  and  all  hunters 
encountered  were  checked  for  permit  and  kill.    Also  an  effort  was 
made  to  check  all  shots  heard  before  the  hunter  left  the  woods.    So 
far  as  could  be  determined,  only  two  shots  were  fired.    Both  of  these 
people  were  checked  before  they  returned  to  their  vehicle. 
All  persons  contacted  on  the  area  were  checked  to  determine  if 
birds  were  heard  or  seen.    At  least  50%  of  the  hunters  reported 
either  hearing  or  seeing  birds  or  evidence  of  birds.    So  far  as  could 
be  determined  only  two  hunters  fired  at  birds  and  neither  made  kills. 
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Below  is  a  table  showing  the  numbers  of  permits  issued  by  each 
permit  station  during  the  hunt;

This  was  covered  in  a  Completion  Report  submitted  earlier. 

1.  Archery  Hunt. 

Archery  hunts,  open  each  week-end  from  October  8  thi-ough  November 
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20,  afforded  the  following  number  of  hunting  efforts:  October 
8th  and  9th,  277;  October  15th  and  16th,  150;  October  22  and  23rd, 
92;  October  29th  and  30th,  73;  November  5th  and  6th,  65;  November 
12th  and  13th,  65;  November  19th  and  20th,  29.     The  entire  archery 
hunt  showed  a  total  of  731  hunting  efforts  with  no  deer  killed;  reportedly 
two  deer  were  hit  but  were  not  found. 
2.  Gun  Hunt 

The  gun  hunt,  for  either  sex  deer,  was  held  on  December  5th 
6th  and  7th,  as  scheduled.    On  December  5th,  175  hunters 
participated;  9  deer  were  killed.     One  hundred  sixty  four  hunters, 
on  December  6th,  took  3  deer;  on  December  7th,  eighty  three 
hunters  brought  out  five  deer.     Of  the  17  deer  killed,  8  were  bucks 
and  9  were  does.    Weight  ranged  from  27  to  188  pounds  (  computed 
live  weight);  all  of  the  17  were  in  exceptionally  good  condition  as 
to  body  fat,  which  is  unusual  for  this  area.    Only  about  half  of  the 
usual  number  of  deer  were  killed,  but  otherwise  the  hunt  was  just 
about  as  it  was  expected  to  be.
